The cable was despatched from 
Weirengen, Holland, and was im­ 
mediately transmitted to President 
Wilson by White House officials. 
In part, the cablegram said: 
“ That a government can be 
found in Germany which would 
carry out the demanded surrender 
is out of the question; the conse­ 
quences to Europe of enforcement 
of the demand by violence are in­ 
calculable, hatred 
and revenge 
would be made eternal.
